".Jacksonville, Jan. 'M. A drizzling, 
disagreeable rain fell for sevoral hours 
Thursday morning, but by 11 o'clock 
the cloud* began to clour away, and 
with the slacking- up of ttie moisture 
the streets filled with cag**r crowds. 

Strangers arrived In ureal numbers 
on every train, and hustling for iidmis- 
•lon tickets and transportation to the 
arena, which is about n milt and a half 
out, kept up with ever increasing- 
vigor. 




A force of workmen were busy all 
moraing getting the ringside ready. 

The Ocala Rifles still remain in tewn. 
and the club graciously offered to ad- 
mit the militiamen as individuals at 
the reduced rat* of 111) per head. 

At 10:45 Corbett arrived from May- 
port accompanied by Mrs. Corbett, 
Delaney and Johnny Ward. 

Both fighter* expressed themselves 
Thursday morning as confident. Mit- 
chell saying that he did not think he 
would win, but he knew he would. 

At 1 p. m. 1,000 sports were on she 
scene of the approaching conflict, hav- 
ing made the journey to the fair 
grounds iu street cars, carriage* and 
afoot 

Neither of the principals had yet ar- 
rived, but the managers did not enter- 
tain the slightest fear of Interference 
by the authorities. 

Corbett was a hot favorite, but by 
this time the betting had practically 
been brought to a close. No military 
men had put in an appenrance, not- 
withstanding the cut rates offered, but 
a large force of city police were on 
hand.
